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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Newly submitted claims 18-28 are directed to an invention that is independent or 
distinct from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: These claims are 
to a method of forming a label which is a method of using the composition of the 
originally presented claims. The composition has other uses than forming labels, such 
as for adhering substrates to each other. 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented 
invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for 
prosecution on the merits. Accordingly, claims 18-28 are withdrawn from consideration 
as being directed to a non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1.142(b) and MPEP § 
821.03. 

2. Claims 1, 3, 5-7, 9 and 13-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated 
by or, in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Horsey et al. 

Claims are rejected for reasons of record. Horsey et al teaches the claimed hot- 
melt adhesives with resin contents up to 90% and teaches up to 50% as preferred. The 
term "consisting essentially of does not exclude ingredients that do not change the 
function of the composition. The additional "polymer" content over that stipulated in 
claim 13 is not, therefore, excluded either by the term "consisting essentially of or by 
the amount of the polymer acting as a "cohesive strength improving" agent. The claims, 
therefore, still read on the components taught by Horsey et al and the presumption that 
the compositions taught would possess the required "hot tack properties" is still valid. 
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The claims are still, therefore, properly rejected under 35 USC 102 or 103 over 
reference to Horsey et al.
